"I do all of my writing in two or 
three days of the week and can make 
fifty or sixty dollars without exerting 
mysolt The most money I ever re- 
ceived for a story was live hundred 
dollars for a little thing I finished In 
four days. It was for a celebrated 
comedian who. with my permission, 
erased my name from the title page 
and inserted his own. I don't know 
how much In* received for his name 
and my story.

The best material for a costume fof 
the street ia the cloth-rlnlahed flaunol 
or any toft draping goods In all wool 
with a plain surface. The plain skirt 
Is worn to some extent, but a com- 
bination of plaited skirt and drapery 
is liked better bv the mass. A plalfd 
front with a slightly bouffant back 
drnpery is much worn. In others the 
skirt is quite plain In front, being 
fulled a little at the top. and with two 
or threo side plait*, and tho bock 
draped in a loose puff. 

A ooetnmc of this stylo Is a bay- 
brown cloth-flnlshed flannel, and plaid 
woolen goods in various shades of 
brown streaked with bright red and 
black.

BATHING 6ICK PERSONS. 

o,,.- of the ■MOcatlBCSl M«an« or lowering 
the Taiuperaluro. 

A sick person should bo bathed 
every day, unless for some special 
reason the doctor forbids it. The skill 
can not properly perform its function 
of carrying off the wasto matter from 
the body unless its pores are kopt opon. 
In fever, sponging with cold water is 
one of the recognized means of lower- 
ing the temperature, it is, therefore 

Important to know how to give a bath 
to a person in bed as easily, speedily, 
nnd effictually as possible. Boforo 
beginning, every thing that will be 
required should be placed at the sldo 
of tho bed. Two blankets are needed, 
two towels, a bnsiu of water (if tho 
bath is to he a Warm ono a pitcher of 
hot water to replenish tho basin'), and 
a sponge. If tho bath is given 
every ilay, soap is unnecessary; when 
it is used a cloth should be substituted 
for the sponge, as soap spoils tho lat- 
ter. If the night dress and sheet are 
to be chnngod. tho fresh ones should 
be put tO air. and warm at the tiro. 
This precaution should never be no 
gloolod, as damp linen might give a 
fatal chill. 

Doii bio the blankets and to and. 
move tho patient to ono side of tho 
lied, push Ibe bod-clolhos townrd him, 
keeping him covered, and, ou tho 
cleared space, lay the folded blanket, 
draw tho bed -coverings evor It and 
under their sholtor move the patient 
ou it. hay the second folded blanket 
over tho spread, and draw all 
tho bod -clothes from beneath it 
leaving the pationt covered with 
it alone. Remove the night dress. 
squoe7.o tho spongo so that it 
will not drip, and batho tho face, 
neck and ears, wiping them carefully 
pfterwtrd. Pass the hand holding the 
sponge under tho blankot, and wash 
the arms, drying each as soon usdoae; 
thon bathe the body mid wipe il dry; 
turn the pationt on the side, and batho 
the back, then tho legs to tho knees; 
turn again on tho back and finish the 
legs and feet. The points to bo re- 
membered are not to expose tho iia- 
tlent to cold by letting tho blanket slip 
aside, not to wet too largo a aurfaco 
at oneo, and to wipe thoroughly dry. 
K .place tho night dress and bed- 
clothes, draw out the upper blanket 
iuovo (he patieutoff the lower blanket 
to dry. TJiey will bo damp, but not 
wet If tho both has been properly 
(,ivcu.-C?

"To the Bin rill of Wolfe eounty.Oreet- 
ing: Know ye that whereas it has been 
made known to the undersigned, Gover- 
nor of the Comraonwi alth of Kentucky,in 
the manner prescribed by law, that James 
Buchunan was convicted of the crime 
of murder in the Wolfe Circuit Court, 
and was by the judgment <>( said court 
sentenced to be hanged by the neck un- 
til dead, September :i<>, 1«S7. By reason 
of an appeal prayed by the said Buck* 

hanan to the Court of Appeals, the said 

judgment was not executed September 
;I0 as aforesaid ; that the said Court of 
Appeals being sufficiently advised found 
no error in the judgment of the said 
Wolfe Circuit Court, and therefore con- 
sidered that the said judgment of the 
said Circuit Court be allinic d. 

" Now, therefore, 1, S. H. Ruckner, 
Governor of tho Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, by virtue of the authority vested 
in me bv the Constitution and bylaws of
